"God bless our home.” 
Fifth, sleeping medicines. Since 
the*© cannot be obtained except on 
a prescription from a physician in 
most states, the 
practice has 
slowed up, but not much. I don't 
think it does much harm. 
Sixth, something for the nerves, 
and this is a very curious situa­ 
tion. The medicine usually em­ 
ployed to ‘•'sooth myself down 
with” is some form of bromide. 
And it does a great deal of harm, 
partly because it is ea.-y to obtain, 
partly because large doses can be 
taken without any obvious imme­ 
diate effect, and partly because 
bromide intoxication is not very 
often recognized even by members 
of the medical profession. 


Bromides Harmful 


Bromides are salts of bromine 
—sodium, potassium, strontium. 
Their pharmacological action is a» 
a sedative on the cortex of the 
brain, 
particularly 
the 
motor 
ar» a. They were once the standby 
and are still used extensively for 
epilepsy. But by quieting motor 
muscle lestlessness they quiet the 
nerves all over and induce sleep. 
So they are the main ingredients 
of all kinds of medicines used for 


nerves end hangovers, and it is 
very envy for a nervous peison 
to get the habit of takirg them 
without knowing what they con­ 
tain and without knowing that 
they accumulate in the body and 
cause true intoxication. 
All doctors know that when 
full bromide dosage occurs there 
is a nasty looking pustular erup­ 
tion on th# skin. But not mil know 
that before the stage of erup­ 
tion appear a state of mental con­ 
fusion, diminished power of con­ 
centration, unsteady gait, even 
hallucinations and delirium may 
occur from regular bromide dos­ 
age. In one year in a small hos­ 
pital 
20 of these cases 
were 
brought in. 
Fortunately the treatm ent Is 
very simple and effective. It con­ 
tin* in giving plenty of ordinary 
table salt—sodium chloride. The 
bromides 
replace 
the 
chlorine 
atom in the body tissues, become 
fixed there and are eliminated only 
very slowly. But the chloride*, if 
administered in good quantity, 
drive out the bromides.

Answer: The druggist’s name 
for phenobarbital is luminal. It 
is lived av a sleeping tablet for in-

Answer: The female black wid­ 
ow spider has a red hour-glass 
shaped mark on her abdomen. The 
bite! are painful, but not often 
serious. The poison sac is under 
the control of voluntary muscles 
and often the spider does not 
empty any poison into the wound. 
The best treatment seems to be to 
apply a flaming match head to the 
wound as soon as possible after 
the bite. If nervous symptoma de­ 
velop, they can be controlled by 
injections of calcium gluconate.

HAD 
overcome 
the 
Philistines and established himself 
in the "City of David.” Jerusalem. 
He felt then that the Ark of the 
Lord, which had been at Gibeah 
for the last 70 or 80 years, should 
be brought to Jerusalem. 
For thla purpose he gathered 
' the chosen men of Israel,” about 
30.000, and took them with him to 
the house of Abinadab, where the 
ark was put upon an ox-drawn 
cart and the journey of four miles 
began. The ark was the "symbol 
of the covenant between Jehovah 
tnd Israel.” and "the place where 
He chiefty chose to manifest Him­ 
self by visible token* to His peo- 
ile.” 
Uzzah and Ahio. sons of Abina- 
lab, drove the cart, and ’ David 
tnd all the house of Israel played 
before the Lord on all manner of 
instruments made of fir wood, 
*ven on harps and on psalteries, 
and on timbrels, and on cornets, 
tnd on cymbals.” 
Uzzah Struck Dead 
When 
they 
were 
come 
to 
Nachon’s threshing floor (where 
that wa* we do not know) the ark 
wa* shaken on the road and Uzzah 
put his hand on it to steady it. 
The Lord was displeased at thla 
act of sacrilege. No one w as aup- 
posed to touch the ark itself, only 
the poles attached for the purpose, 
or until the priests htd covered it 
completely. For this presumption 
the Lord struck Uzzah dead by the 
side of the ark. This prima to us 
a cruet thing, but our commenta­ 
tor explain! that It was necessary 
that the people should be taught 
the "unapproachable majesty of 
the Holy God.” 
David was displeased at thla 
tragedy, and alto frightened, fear­ 
ful probably, that he, too, Blight 
die in some auch manner. "How 
shall the ark of the Lord come to 
m e?” he asked, and decided not 
to bring it into Jerusalem but bad 
It carried to the house of Obede- 
dom where it stayed for three 
months. While it we* in his house 
Obededom and all his household 
were greatly blessed. 
When David had been told how 
Obededom and all pertaining to 
him were blessed, he lost hi* fear 
and had the ark brought into the 


city. "When they that bore the 
ark of the Lord had gone six 
paces, he sacrificed oxen and Tit­ 
ling*. 
"And David danced before the 
Lord with all his mtght: and David 
was girded with a linen ephod”*— 
a prieatly robe. 
"So David and all the house of 
Israel brought up the ark of the 
Lord with shouting, snd with the 
sound of the trumpet.” 
A* the ark was brought into the 
city. Mlchal. David s wife and 
daughter of Saul, "looked through 
a window and saw* the king leap­ 
ing and dancing before the Lord, 
and 
she 
despised 
him 
in 
her 
heart.” 
Tabernacle Bet ta Place 
"And they brought In the ark of 
the Lord, and set it In his place, 
in the midst of the tabernacle that 
David had pitched for it: and 
David offered burnt offerings and 
peace offerings before the Lord.” 
After this David blessed the 
people in the Lord’s name, and 
gave to every man and woman 
a cake of bread, and a good piece 
of flesh, and a flagon of wine,” 
then all dispersed to their homes. 
When he entered his own home to 
bless it, he was met by Michal 
who scolded that he had lowered 
himself in the eyes of hts servants 
by dancing before the ark. 
And David said unto Michal. "It 
was before the Lord, w'hich chose 
me before thy father, and before 
all his house, to appoint me ruler 
over the people of the Lord, over 
Israel: therefore will I play before 
the Lord.” It is said that Michal 
was punished by having no child 
“unto the day of her death.” 
Now we meet Nathan, the great 
prophet of the Lord during David’* 
and Saul • reigns. David proposed 
to Nathan that he should build a 
temple in which to house the ark, 
but that night the word of the 
Lord came to Nathan and he was 
told to go to David and say that 
David was not to build the temple, 
but his son. who was to succeed 
him, would do that. 
The Lord 
promised 
that the children of 
Israel should have their own place, 
unmolested by enemies, and that 
David and hit house should rule 
over them forever. 
On hearing thia David “went in 
and sat before the Lord, saying. 
’Who am I, O Lord God? and what 
la my house, that 
thou 
hast 
brought me hitherto?’ 
In this 
spirit of humility and thankful­ 
ness David worshiped the Lord 
who had bleated him and hi* peo­ 
ple.
